In 1969, his probation 
was halted when he was 
jailed ir* Connecticut on a 
murder charge that was' 
later dismissed and on 
charges with the Chicago 7 
after the 1968 Democratic 
National Convention.

his probation /period, but 
Judge Redmond C. Staats 
Jr. refused, noting Seale had 
spent a year and a half in 
Eastern jails.
